A com p arative m onot­ 
onous routine of navigating and fly ing c h ara cter­ 
ized the log of the flight w hen considered in th e 
light of the first trans-oceanic flights.

W hile the ey es of th e world are focused on th e 
Europ ean w ar th re a t aggravated by Italy , Jap an 
has seized the op p ortunity to grab ano th er slice 
of C hina and set up a p up p et governm ent m uch 
like the one established in M anchuria. 
Em p loy ing th e usual subterfuge w hich fools no 
one, Jap an would create an autonom ous govern­ 
m ent in no rth ern C hina sep arate from the N an­ 
king authority . According to th e p lans th a t are 
afoot, a Chinese ruler would be a t th e head of 
the new governm ent, but such p retense is easily 
understandable by th e ex p lanation th a t this 
leader is p ro-Jap anese as well as being hostile 
to the m ain Chinese authority . R egardless of 
the attitude of such a leader, th ere would be no 
q uestion but th a t the Jap anese arm y would be 
the true governing p ower, being eith er actually 
on the scene of affairs or in close striking dis­ 
tance, to enforce its will. 
The territory affected by the edict of Jap an em ­ 
braces a wide section of C hina w ith some ninety - 
five m illion inh a b itants and is one of the m ost 
desirable p arts of the country so far as foreign 
aggression is concerned. 
S harp p rotests by England and o th er countries 
halted action on the p a rt of Ja p a n for a brief 
p eriod but the latest rep orts concerning the sit­ 
uation p rove th a t th e Tokio w ar lords are no t to 
be deterred in th eir determ ination to invade 
C hina again. 
Flim sy ex cuses of banditry and lawlessness, of 
alleged p ro-Jap anese sentim ent in th e territo ry 
and other m ake-shift reasons to justify th e p o­ 
sition of Jap an have been advanced by th a t coun­ 
try , but such alibis are recognized by th e world in 
th eir true light and are not accep ted as legiti­ 
m ate. Jap an is on the w ar p ath once m ore and 
defenseless C hina is the victim again.
